I I» the summer and fall of 1850 I 
I* 1 * second clerk on a Mississippi 
Pttaboat plying between St. Louis 
I |J4 New Orleans. On the down 
^P in October were a gentleman and 
I*}' family who had been spending 
\S summer at the North They 
J*«d near Jackson, Tennessee, where 
**y had a large plantation They 
r**« old friends of the captain 
"the boat. They desired to engage 
I* backer for thier children, to make 
'J« of their family until tbey went 
"orth tke following year. 

This looked like pleasant employ- 
***nt. The captain recommended me 
J* » competent person, and I accepted 
'*« situation, agreeing to meet a 
^mber of the family at Memphis 
_? the return trip of the boat from 
**w Orleans. This 1 did, and found 
**«Tythiiig quite as good aa I had 
baaon to expect. 

The Inevitable debating society of 
f j**t period held forth in a neigh- 
*0ring schoolhouse. I was quite as 
'*»dy then as now to argue either 
*U« of any question that needed 
'♦fenders, as my bump of egotism 
|*at we ll developed at that early 

1 The absorbing slavery question 
IJaa not long in being brought to the 
*Ofit. Having spent some years in 
*frree Soil printing office, I probably 
**a more familiar with the question 
j*an my opponents suspected, and 
^Ubtlets brought arguments against 
**• institution they had never heard 
JM were quite unable to understand. 
Considering the time and cir- 
^histances, I doubtless was very 
•"Xliscreet. 

Repeated threats had been made, 
[•which I gave no heed and vio- 
**ce attempted which I had been 
**le to repeal. Another meeting 
J*a appointed for a few nights be- 
7* Christmas. The warnings to 
***p away made me the more deter 
"*l«d<-d to be present. A riot 
baited, as had doubtless been pre- 
Jhsnged, and I was obliged to fly 
*b safety. The road to my resi- 
**»ce was patrolled by armed men, 
'"d I could not approach it to pro- 
ofs aid, or even so much as to get 
** overcoat. 

I had a small sum of money. I 
fat to Memphis, only to find that 
)*• steamer was laid up in New 
Orleans with a broken shaft. The 
*J>ly boat going up the river was an 
Ohio boat. In my anxiety to get 
*"ay I took passage on it to Cairo, 
*ad arrived there to find both the 
Mississippi and the Ohio frozen over 
**4 all navigation suspended. 

My home was in the extreme 
•brthern end of the State of Illinois, 
.Within five miles of the W isconsin 
j|ht — over seven hundred miles from 
>airo st the mouth of the Ohio River 
There wss no railroad at that time 
b that part of Illinois, or any that 
f *n in that direction. I was deter- 
mined, however, to go home. The 
*«ather was uncommonly cold. I 
baa scantily clad, and hud but a few 
dollars in money. After thinking 
jhe matter over, in a day or two, 
* »et out upon the journey, and 
**Ver faltered for an hour. 
' It waa a terrible experience. I 
baa a mere boy, unused to much 
Physical exertion. My money gave 
£fct before half the trip was over. 
To many hardships, hunger, too, 
w aa often added. The long depress- 
b>8 journey was Illumined by a 
••ogle incident that, to my mind, 
*h>ply compensated me for all the 
""Bering I endured. I made upon 
this journey the acquaintance of 
Abraham Lincoln I 

Aa I approached the middle of the 
&Ute, after walking an entire day 
through cornfields, I applied at 
"ightfall at a large farm house for 
•baiter. I soon learned that It waa 
jj>a home of Jacob Strawn, at that 
JJ«>e the largest farmer in the West, 
finding that my route carried me to 
Springfield, the capital of Illinois, 
Strewn told me he would keep me 
°*arnight if I could carry aome legal 



papers to " Abe" Lincoln, who at- 
tended to all his legal business. 

"Don't know him? Well, any- 
body in Springfield can tell you 
where hia office is — up by the 
court-house. He's just the smartest 
lawyer there is in this State, and 
he would be Governor yet if it 
wasn't for his infernal politics," 
said Strawn. 

I started the next morning at sun- 
rise. The distance to Springfield 
was thirty- five miles. I saw some 
heavy marching during the war, hut 
no single day's marching journey ever 
exceeded the wearisome monotone of 
this long, level road. I arrived in 
the city before nightfall. The first 
man I asked said: 

"You will find ' Abe' Lincoln's 
office on the west side of Court- 
House Square, in the only building 
that ain't got any paint on it." 

And so I did The entrance was 
in a hallway. 

A. Lincoln, Attornby 

was on a plain strip of black tin on a 
door to the left. I knocked, and a 
loud, cheerful voice instantly re- 
sponded, "Come in!" I timidly 
opened the door, and, entering, I 
observed a man sitting in an old fash- 
ioned splint-bottom chair before a 
blazing wood fire, his feet against 
the mantel higher than his head, and 
reading a copy of the Louisville 
Journal, He never looked up but as 
I advanced towards the fire, which 
at the moment attracted me more 
than the man, he said: 

"Well?" 

" I have some papers here which 
I brought from Jacob Strawn near 
Jacksonville," was my reply. 

Down came the feet and up went 
the head, and as he took the bundle 
be said: "Didn't think the old 
codger would send a horse out ou 
such a night as this." 

When I told him I had walked 
the entire distance, his interest in 
me became so great that he never 
stopped questioning me until I had 
told him my whole story. 

As he rose from bis chair he 
seemed to undouble like a pocket 
rule, his legs and arms dispropor- 
tionately long, his hair disheveled, 
bis clothing seedy, and his general 
appearance quite unprepossessing 
But he had not talked to me ten 
minutes in his quiet, sympathetic 
way, before I thought him about the 
handsomest man I had ever seen. 
I grew warm and cheerful in his 
presence, forgetting my great hun- 
ger and fatigue. 

He manifested great interest in 
my adventure, and discussed the 
slavery question from standpoints 
that were quite new to me. He con- 
demned the system on moral, politic- 
al, and financial grounds, but it was 
hard for me to tell for whom be had 
the greater sympathy, the slave or 
bis master. 

"Slavery," Lincoln said, "exists 
only by the tolerance of Christian 
people; but its advocates are deter 
mined that Christianity shall encom- 
pass its abolition." 

Continuing, he said it was a con- 
flict that could not last forever, and 
it could have but one ending. It 
must cease to exist. If during the 
last twenty years its advocates had 
held an annual convention to de- 
termine upon something they would 
do in the following year to annoy 
or incense their opponents, they 
would have proposed about what 
they had done, and if it were con- 
tinued, aa it had been in the past, 
there were plenty of people then 
living who would see the end of 
human slavery. He said he was 
quite sure it would not outlive the 
century. It seemed to him that 
gradual emancipation, and 

governmental compensation, would 
bring it to an end. 

Finding that I had no money, he 
took five dollars from his pocket, 
saying: 

"Take thia. I will charge it up to 
that old codger." 

Taking up the newspaper he had 
laid down, he wrote on the white 
margin in a line eighteen inches long: 

"Take cars of this boy until to-morrow 
or longer if the weather Is bad, and send 
the bill to me. A. Lincoln." 

Tearing this off and handing it to 
me, he pointed out of the window to 
a hotel across the square, and told 
me to go there and remain until I 
could resume my journey. 

Aa I stepped out into the snow and 
turned my back on that friendly face, 
I little thought I had made the ac- 



quaintance of the one great figure 
that would illumine the pages of 
American history in the nineteenth 
century. 

I was well cared for at the hotel, 
and the next day continued my 
journey, reaching my home in due 
time, having walked about eight 
hundred miles in thirty days.

JUST ABRAHAM LINCOLN 

Iu In. 1 delightful hook, " The 
Heart or a Soldier," Mrs. La Salle 
Picked, wife of Oeneial Pickett, 
w| o made the famous charge at 
Gettysburg, tells how she first met 
Mr Lincoln. She writes: 

I was in Richmond when my 
soldier fought the awful Battle of 
Five Forks. Richmond surrendered, 
and the surging sea of five swept the 
city News of Five Forks reached 
us, and there was a report that 
General Pickett had been killed 
I did not believe it, but I was very 
anxious 

The day after the fire there was a 
sharp rap at the door. The servants 
had all run away. The city was full 
of Northern troops, and my environ- 
ment had not taught me to love 
them With my baby on my arm, I 
opened the door and looked up at a 
tall, gaunt, sad-faced man in ill-fit- 
ting clothes, who asked: 

" Is this George Pickett's place?" 

"Yes, sir, but he is not here," 
I said. 

" I know that, ma'am." be replied. 
"But I just wanted to see the place. 
I am Abraham Lincoln." 

"The President I" I gasped. 
The stranger shook his head. 

"No, ma'am: no, ma'am. Just 
Abraham Lincoln, George's old 
friend. " 

" I am George Pickett's wife and 
this is his baby," was all I could say. 
I bad never seen Mr. Lincoln, but I 
remembered the love and reverence 
which my soldier always spoke of 
him. 

DOUGLAS HELD LINCOLN'S BAT 

When Mr. Lincoln delivered his 
first inaugural he was introduced by 
his friend, United States Senator K. 
D. Baker, of Oregon. He carried a 
cane and a little roll — the manuscript 
of his Inaugural address There 
was a moment's pause after the intro- 
duction, as he vainly looked for a 
spot where he might place his high 
silk hat. Stephen A. Douglas, the 
political antagonist of his whole 
public life,' the man who had pressed 
him hardest in the campaign of 
i860, was seated just behind bim. 
Douglas stepped forward quickly, 
and took the hat which Mr. Lincoln 
held helplessly in his hand. " If I 
can't be President," Douglas whis- 
pered smiling to a member of the 
President's party, " I at least can 
hold his hat." 

COULD HI TBLL? 
A " high" private of the Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers, wouuded to 
Chancellorsville, was taken to Wash- 
ington. One day as he was be- 
coming convalescent, a whisper ran 
down the long row of cots that the 
President was in the building and 
would soon pass by. Instautly every 
boy in blue who was able, arose, 
stood erect, hands to the side, ready 
to salute his Commander-in-chief. 
The Pennsylanian stood six feet 
seven inches in his stockings Lincoln 
was aix feet four. As the President 
approached the gaiut towering above 
him, he stopped in amazement, and 
casting his eyes from head to foot, 
and foot to head, as if contemplating 
the immense distance from one ex 
tremity to the other, he stood for a 
moment speechless. At length, ex- 
tending his hand, be exclaimed, 
" Hello, comrade, do you know when 
your feet get cold ?' ' 

IT WAS LINCOLN. 

In the autumn of 1830 a travel- 
ing book peddler, who afterward 
became a successful publisher and 
the bead of a firm whose name 
is well known in the United 
States today, came to the door of a 
log cabin on a farm in eastern Illi- 
nois, and asked for the courtesy of 
a night's lodging. There was no 
inn near. The good wife said hospi- 
tably, " we can feed your beast, but 
we can't lodge you, unless you are 
willing to sleep with the hired 
man." 

" Let's have a look at him first," 
said the peddler. 

The womau pointed to the side of 



the house, where a lank, six-foot 
man, in ragged but clean clothes, wss 
stretched on the grass, reading a 
book. 

"He'll do," said the stranger, 
" A man who reads a book as hard as 
that fellow seems to, has too much 
else to think of besides my watch 
and small change " 

That man was Abraham Lincoln; 
and when he was President the two 
men met in Washington and laugh- 
ed together over the story of their 
earlier meeting. 
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Feb. 3. 1914. 



Stories of Hbrabam Xtncoln- 

Abraham Lincoln, Sixteenth Presi- 
dent of the United States, was born 
in Kentucky in 1809, and worked on 
a farm till he was nineteen years of 
age, delivered his famous speech 
against slavery in i860, was elected 
President, guided the nation to peace 
after the Civil War, and shot by an 
actor in 1865. As a youth Lincoln 
waa fond of writing, and it was his 
custom to form letters, to write 
words and sentences, whenever he 
found suitable material. -Paper was 
not obtainable, so he scrawled with 
charcoal, scored letters on the sand 
in the dust, in the snow anywhere 
and everywhere. There was a large 
wooden shovel in the cabin, snd it 
was a delight to bim to sit on a stool 
and write upon it with a piece of 
charcoal. When the shovel was 
covered with essays and sums, he 
would scrape It clean with his knife 
and begin again. His fame as a 
writer quickly spread and he soon be- 
came the letter-writer for his neigh- 
bors, as well as for his father's 
family. 

Books were another means of edu- 
cation to Young Lincoln, but in those 
days they were fewer and more ex- 
pensive than is the case now. Abra- 
ham Lincoln's first book was a spell- 
ing book, and after he had mastered 
it, the Bible was his chief treasure 
and continued so throughout his life. 
He obtained a copy of Pilgrim's 
Progress, a book which was a great 
help to him. When he was about 
fifteen years of age, he learned that 
a distant neighbor had in his house 
a life of George Washington. He 
asked permission to borrow the book 
and thoroughly enjoyed its contents. 
By some accident the book was ex- 
posed the rain and badly damaged. 
Young Lincoln had no money to 
pay for the spoilt volume, but he was 
not afraid to work. He went to the 
owner, told him what had happened 
and expressed his willingness to 
work out the full value of the book, 
The neighbor, a farmer had a field 
of corn, which had been stripped of 
the blades as high aa the ear, pre- 
paratory to cutting off the tops of 
winter food for his cattle. He ex- 
pressed his willingness to square ac- 
counts, if Lincoln would cut off the 
tops. The offer was accepted, and 
after three day's hard work the debt 
was paid. The future President was 
the proud owner of the book. Hia 
love of God's creatures wss very 
marked. Ou one occasion he was 
suddenly missed from a party on 
horseback. Where is Lincoln ? ex- 
claimed one. Oh ! Replied another, 
when I saw him last he had caught 
two young birds which the winds had 
blown out oftheir nest, and he has 
been hunting for the nest so as to put 
tbem back. In a short time Lincoln 
came up having found the nest, and 
placed the young birds in it. The 
others laughed at him, but he said, I 
could not have slept if I had not re- 
stored those little birds to their 
mother. As he grew to manhood 
he won golden opinions for his 
honesty and sincerity, and he was 
never ashamed to speak of his Lord 
and master. Step by step, he grew 
in popular favour and day by day be 
sought to benefit his fellowmen and 
women.

llBLD ON COSPIRACY PLOT— SET- 
TLED by Parties. 

John Arnh ait, claiming his age to 
h« S{9 aud giving his address as 
Ponghkeepsie, N Y.. together with 
Daniel Lynch, of 300 West Pne 
Hundred and Fifty-first street, New 
York, and Mrs. Ella Blair Bandis of 
280 Chest nut avenue, Altoona, were 
soh ed aled for a hearing late today 
before Alderman Charles A. Piper, 
the I no being arrested following an 
alleged abduction of Miss Helen 
Fabian, aged about li, of 1515 
Twenty first Avenue, who Is said to 
have been forced to many Arnhart 
at Hollidaysburg last Tuesday. 

The parties 10 the suit now 
pending are all deaf. mutes and the 
circumstances stinoniiding the case 
involve one of the most unusual 
episodes of the kind to came before 
the local authorities for some lime. 

Mr Elwaid A. Ilenn sky of this 
uity, a sister of the Fabian girl and 
with whom the latter resides, gave 
her version of the events this morn 
iug to the Altoona Mirror, the local 
woman clainrng that the sister was 
illegally icin.ivcd from her home 
through misrepresentation and that 
every effort would b« made to bring 
the trio to justice for alleged fraud. 

According to Mrs. Hennesky, 
Lynch and Mis Hindis came to 
her home Tuesday morning and 
asked that Miss Fabian be permitted 
to go with them for an hour to give 
some suggestions lelativeto weav- 
ing carpet, at which occupation the 
gill was engaged since completing: 
her education in a Pittsburgh school 
for deaf mutes This request was 
granted and il was no tuniif later in 
the day that anything was discover 
ed amiss, a telegram being sent to 
the Hennesky, presumably signed 
by the sister, staling that she had 
been married to Arnhart. 

The latter is alleged to have wait 
ed somewhere on 'Twelfth Avon ve 
while the other two went to the 
home and secured the girl, and later 
taking her to Hollidaysburg where 
the marriage license was secured. 



Mrs. Hetmesky claims that her 
sister was forced to go through with 
the ceremony attendant upou 
obtaining the license and the 
marriage under pressure of the 
three companions Aftet the liceuse 
was obtained the parties went to 
the office of C. I Lewis of Hollidays- 
burg where the wedding was per- 
formed, the justice stating this 
morning that no unusual cir- 
oumstanoes were evident at this 
stage of the procedure and he was 
entirely unfamiliar with the state 
of affairs. 

The telegram received by Mrs. 
Hermesky Tuesday state that the 
paities were enroute to Niagara 
Falls and New York, so a hurried 
long distance call was made to an- 
other sister in Pittsburg, Mrs 
Mary Slater, who was asked to meet 
the train and intercept the Altoona 
girl This was done without much 
trouble at the Pittsburg station and 
the three companions later dis 
appeared, but came back to Altoona 
where they were arrested yesterday 
afternoon. 

Edward Hennesky, the brother- 
in-law of the girl, went for Miss 
Fabian and brought her home Wed- 
nesday, the girl being almost iu a 
state of collapse after the affair, so 
the sister here clai s. Mr. Ilerme 
sky made the information against 
the trio and they wete lodged in the 
city jail to await a hearing in de- 
fault of $500 bail each. 

Miss Fabian, the sister stated, 
did not know Arnhart prior to his 
coming here, aud that while she had 
spent some time iu a school for the 
deaf-mutes, her mental qualifica- 
tions were not developed to a state 
where she could lesist being an 
easy and innocent victim to the 
sieged plot. — Altoona {Pa.) Mirror, 
Fib.
